SLAVE TRADING WITH IMPUNITY. 

Messrs. Editors:—As you alone, of all the cityJ 
journalists, appear to take a reasonable and common- 
sense view of the British claim to the “ right of visit,” 
I beg to call your attention to the fact, extensively 
published in the papers for a week past, of a Span¬ 
ish slaver, on the south side of Cuba, having been 
chased , overhauled, hoarded, and examined, (or 
searched, as the hatches appear to have been open¬ 
ed, and the cargo ascertained,) by the American 
sloop of war, Vincennes;—thus exhibiting the singu¬ 
lar and glaring inconsistency of a United States crui¬ 
ser exercising towards the vessels of other nations a 
right not granted to them by treaty, and which the 
British government itself expressly disclaims under 
the same circumstances;—aright, too, which the 
United States utterly refuses to recognize on thg 
part of Great Birtain, or in fact even to reciprocate 
with that or any other power. And yet, if the vessel 
visited had been an American, and the cruiser a 
British vessel, we should doubtless have been stun¬ 
ned with clamorous invectives against “ British an¬ 
noyance,” “ British insolence,” and the atrocious 
“outrage” on our flag. If you, or any of your cor¬ 
respondents, can furnish a justification of this pro¬ 
ceeding on. the principles assumed and maintained 
ly the American government on this very question, 

I for one should "be curious to see it. If not, the 
false position in which this country has placed itself, 
either by her avowed doctrines on the one hand, or 
her practice (as in the instance alluded to) on the 
other, is so obvious, that I marvel it has not invited 
the comments of at least, your able and candid pen. 

The Journal of Commerce, remarking upon the above, 
says: 

Had the slaver been an American, she might and 
would have been captured by the Vincennes. Had 
she been a pirate, the Vincennes would have captur¬ 
ed her. But how could it be known that she was 
not an American, or a pirate? Hot by her hoisting 
the Spanish flag —for it is a common device, both 
with slavers and pirates, when exposed to capture, 
to resort to this method of disguising their real char¬ 
acter. The commander of the Vincennes was not 
to be bamboozled by such uncertain evidence. He 
therefore directed her to be visited, in order to as¬ 
certain her real character and nationality. He did 
this, notwithstanding the Spanish flag was floating 
over her deck, and notwithstanding a person on 
board, claiming to be a Spanish custom-house officer, 
declared her to be a Spanish vessel. He considered 
these evidences quite too uncertain to authorize him 
to abandon her. Accordingly, he “ demanded and ex¬ 
amined her papers.” What, then? “Findingthem 

a * lH e srf L( ffirs^we r confe^X^thatCap tain Buchanan did 
no more than his duty. He took only such measures 
as were necessary in order to ascertain the character 
of the vessel. And finding everything regular, he 
allowed her to proceed. 

Now this is the utmost that England claims the 
right to do. She does not claim the right even to 
visit American vessels known to be such, but only ves¬ 
sels which there are probable grounds for believing 
not to be'American, notwithstanding they may have 
hoisted the American flag. And the moment she 
ascertains that they are American, with regular pa¬ 
pers, she apologizes for the interruption, and allows 
them to proceed, even though crammed with slaves; 
at the same time holding herself in readiness to in¬ 
demnify the owners for any loss or damage which 
may have been occasioned by the visit. What is 
there in this that ought to be offensive to our nation¬ 
al pride ? On the other hand, a marked distinction 
is shown in favor of American vessels, compared 
with those of most other nations. We allow that the 
right of visitation is liable to abuse; and therefore it 
might not be expedient to concede-it in terms, ex¬ 
cept, perhaps, within certain latitudes and longitudes. 
But we are sure if it is exercised with that caution 
and gentlemanly bearing which ought to character¬ 
ize it, and only in suspicious cases, there is good 
sense enough in the American people not to be of¬ 
fended, if once in a while an American vessel should 
be visited under an apprehension that she was a sla¬ 
ver belonging to some other nation. If any American 
vessel is in fact a slaver, we, at least, would thank 
any English or other national cruiser, to take her in¬ 
to custody, and send her home for adjudication. But 
the right to do this, even, (as- we understand the 
matter,) England does not claim. 


LETTER FROM TENNESSEE. 

To the Editor of the Hartford Christian Freeman-. 

When I got your letter, I saw a crowd at the 
door of the court-house, as I walked by. It was a 
sale of a little girl, about seven or eight years old; 
one of the most pleasant little children you ever saw. 
Her mother was by her side—a good-looking well- 
dressed woman. She was the slave of a man with 
whom I was well acquainted, who died some two 
years ago. He was kind to her, and would have 
tried to keep the family together, but died in debt. 
The mother had five children; one had to be sold to 
pay a part of the debts; another—and then another, 
until the last. All to different persons, to be separa¬ 
ted and sold again, and again. Yet this is the opera¬ 
tion of slavery in its mildest form. 

Last evening I came here on business—a few mo¬ 
ments, leisure were improved to go into the court¬ 
house, to hear the trial of a slave, about twenty-one 
or twenty-two years of age. Some weeks since, he 
killed bis master, who was a cruel, hard-hearted 
man; who frequently scourged the poor fellow so 
cruelly, that he had told his friends for eighteen 
months, that lie could not live so, and would take 
his own life. This was, no doubt, his intention; hut 
while covering a coal-pit near this town, his master 
assaulted him with a heavy club. The slave, whose 
name is Hannibal, struck him with his spade, and 
killed him unintentionally. He then sat down until 
some persons came and made the discovery, and took 
him. He admitted all the facts, and no one doubts 
but he told them correctly. Two able counsellors 
defended him, and tried to get*ihe crime reduced to 
manslaughter. One of them the moment I stepped 
in, said: “ Gentlemen of the jury ; I know the feeling 
which you are accustomed to indulge towards slaves, 
from your youth, in this country. But, on the bench, 
and in this court, you should divest yourself of them, 
and regard him as a man, a fellow-man, entitled to 
all the justice that one of you are—that the supreme 
court of the State had decided, that when a master 
approached his slave with a dangerous weapon, the 
slave has a right to resist—that in this case the 
slave had this right; for his master had a club that 
was dangerous—that he was known to the commu- 
nity’to be severe—to be cruel. That the slave in re¬ 
sisting went too far—he admitted; but it was in self- 
defense, and in the heat of passion, and he should 
only be regarded as guilty of manslaughter, or mur¬ 
der in the second degree.” The jury found him guil¬ 
ty ; and on rendering their verdict, Hannibal rose as 
undaunted as Hannibal of did, and said: “ Gentle¬ 
men, I thank you all.” To morrow the judge will 
pass the Sentence on him to.be hanged—a judge, too, 
who is one of the most amiable men living, who has 


freed his own slaves, and whose opinion of slavery 
corresponds with ours. Since I have been in the 
State I have heard of some eight or ten cases of the 
same kind, where the slave killed his master, be¬ 
cause the cruelty was so intolerable that they pre¬ 
ferred death. This evening I had a conversation 
with one of his counsel, who said the slave expected 
the result, and was now well satisfied to die; he did

Early this morning, on the opening of the court, 
the slave Hannibal was brought into court to receive 
sentence of death. The judge made a most imj 
address to him, and was himself so much o 
e by his feelings, that he found it difficult to 
dude his sentence.

I should think that more than one half of the 
tee wept. He was sentenced to be hanged 
the second day of March. 

You ask me how many of our people would he 
’illing to abolish slavery. In East Tennessee, 
aine-tenths at least. In North Carolina, a majority 
—in fact a majority of the legal voters of the whole 
South. All that is wanting is energy and concert of 
action. The abolitionists have not retarded the 


persevering industry, with God’s blessing, they 
triumph. "The light gets into the South; so much 
so, that a late paper at Nashville'said, that nothing 
but the election of Mr. Clay could sustain slavery, 

Slavery is a great evil. The South are coming 
to be sensible of it. Nothing but the culture of cot¬ 
ton has sustained it so long. Slave labor in that 
business is now worthless. Cotton has sold in South 
Carolina, in the country, at from 3 1-2 to 5 cents 
per lb. The culture of cotton in British India by 
free labor, can be done for less than it can be done' 
here with slave labor. The planters are deeply in 
debt; slaves and land encumbered and hopelessly so. 
Forced sales constantly reduce the prices. Farms 
which a few years since cost some five or six thou¬ 
sand dollars, are now sold for less than the buildings 
cost in many instances. Eli Whitney was the in¬ 
nocent cause of the continuance of slavery by the 
invention of the cotton gin, and how did they re-1 
ward him for his invention, which they said, more 
than three folded in value all the property of the 
South. Free labor in India has broken the spell; 
they can use Whitney’s cotten gin too, and will con- j 
timie to do it. Slaveholders are becoming desperate. 
They will, if they can, hold on to their slaves for a 
while, but in a few short years they will find they j 
cannot hold slaves and lands too, for the free laborer 
with the intelligence of the European farmer or the 
northern man, will be able to out-bid them for the 
land, while the slaves he would not want. I have 
heard to day the frequent remark from the most in¬ 
telligent citizens, that slavery could not exist long, 
should cotton continue at the present rates. The 
hope is openly expressed by such persons, that it 
will fall, and that speedily. 

The improved communications have had much 
effect at the North. They brought southern influ¬ 
ence to operate on the cities, much to discourage 
the good cause. But at the South they were the 
means of letting the light in and diffusing a salutary 
influence.' I would rejoice to see the communica¬ 
tions improved, that will carry light into the South. 
Persevere ! persevere !! PERSEVERE !!! 

The abolitionists have made an impression on the 
South, beyond their estimation. A few years of per- 
I severence and the system will fall. Our worthy 
judge told me in a conversation this evening, that he 
rejoiced at the success of the culture of cotton 
[India. Although it caused much distress in c 
country, ultimately the effect would be beneficial. 
We have in East Tennessee, some 200,000 whites, 
and 20,000 slaves. Most of them non-slaveholders, 
and two thirds who are slaveholders, wish the evil. 
abolished. You would hear the system spoken of 
with as much severity as at the North. The slave¬ 
holders hope to keep out the light, but hope in vain. 
It comes in, in the correspondence and by papers. 
Many an abolition paper gets in and circulates until 
worn out—and by travellers returning from the free 
States.

LETTER FROM PHILADELPHIA. 

Your paper having expressed a desire to receive to 
publication information of any acts by representatives of j 
the democratic party, favorable to the views of aboli¬ 
tionists, or to portions of their views, I would call your 
[ attention to a recent circumstance which has not been 
noticed, I believe, in the Standard. It so happened that 
at the last election in Michigan, the democrats carried 
every member of the House of Representatives of that 
State. That body being assembled, petitions were re¬ 
ceived, asking the extension of the right of suffrage 
the people of color. These petitions having been re¬ 
ferred to a committee, a report was made favorable 
their object, which I think is one of the best documents 
ever produced upon that or a similar subject. You will 
find it in the Liberator, for one of the weeks in March. 
Whether the report was acted on or not, I am not in¬ 


formed ; but the fact, that in a body composed entirely 


of democrats, a committee appointed for the purpose 
made a report of the kind which I have mentioned, shows 
that the members of the democratic party are not so 
versally hostile to our views, as some articles in 
■slavery newspapers, anfl some resolutions of 
slavery meetings, would seem to imply. 

In attributing extreme comparative hostility to eman- 
j cipation, &c. to the democratic party, you quoted Mr. 
Buchanan, and pronounced him good authority on the 
subject. I cannot admit the validity of any authority, 
any subject, in opposition to known facts; and the 
facts which I gave you in a former letter, together with 
that above-mentioned, and the recent unanimous vote 
of the democratic members of the Massachusetts legis¬ 
lature, respecting the rights of colored seamen, show, 
as I think, that whatever Mr. Buchanan may have 
thought, or intended to lead others to think, the conclu- 
drawn by you upon his alledged authority, against 
the democratic party, en masse, were entirely too unfa¬ 
vorable. I have not observed that you have ever quo¬ 
ted Benjamin Watkins Leigh as conclusive authority for 
the condemnation, en masse, of the New England whigs. 

You stated, also, that you spoke with more asperity ol 
the democratic, than of the whig party, because of the 
more gross inconsistency of the former, in its conduct re¬ 
lative to abolition, with its own professed principles. You 
would oblige some of your readers, if you would point 
what you conceive to be the professed principles of] 
each party, so that they might discern more clearly the 


dissenting, in legislation, from that court, advocating the 
continuance of a law pronounced unconstitutional by the 
unanimous decision of that tribunal. 

As to the other point of Governer Bouck’s message— 
.his expression of the opinion, that he is bound to deliver 
up persons charged, upon probable cause, with violating ] 
the laws of another State—it is a question on which 
opinions -may fairly differ, without any friendliness to 
slavery'. Probably a majority of judges and lawyers in 
the Union, of both parties, would unite in the governor’s 
viewof the Constitution. If he is sincere in it, which] 
reason to doubt, he is no more to be blamed for 
keeping his oath to support the Constitution, than Mr. 
Adams, Mr. Giddings, or Mr. Slade, or any whig go¬ 
vernor of a northern State. 

It would be easier to prove the devotion of the aboli¬ 
tionists to slavery, than that of the democratic party, ] 
by the logic of the Herkimer meeting; for the abolition¬ 
ists have supported the election of Mr. Adams, by votes 
in his district, and by countenance out of it; knowing, 
at the same time, that he would support laws in the 
District of Columbia, without pretending constitutional 
scruples, which keep a hundred times as many persons 
in slavery as could be so kept by the measure proposed 
by Governor Bouck, under an avowed sense of constitu-1 
tional duty. Moreover, I have never seen the aboli¬ 
tionists denounce the whigs of Massachusetts, en masse, 
pro-slavery, for nominating and electing Governor j 
Davis, when they knew that he had voted to lay aboli¬ 
tion petitions on the table, and had refused to sustain 
the resolutions of his own State, relative to the District 
| of Columbia. 

I have an objection to the policy of the jury-trial law, 
which I omitted to notice in the proper place. It is 
if its real object was to ascertain the fact of the 
slavery or non-slavery of a fugitive, and 
if he be a slave, it is absurd to claim the support of such 
evidence of abolition principles. But if, 
other hand, the object was to secure the escape of real 
slaves, either through the delay of the proceedings, 
a hope that the jury would disregard the law and the 
evidence, then there was such meanness and hypocrisy 
those who voted for it with such views, and yet pre¬ 
tended a desire to support the Constitution of the Uni¬ 
ted States, and refused to advocate, in a manly manner, 
the alteration of that Constitution, that I could never ] 
think of commending their course. 

Since I began this letter, I have learned another act of] 
democrats, which I wish may be known to your readers. 
It is, that the government of Maine, which is democratic, 
all its branches, has, a few days sinee, passed 
imposing a heavy penalty on ail judicial officers of that 
State who shall take any part in the arrest or return 
of a fugitive slave. This, and the similar' law passed 
Massachusetts, both under democratic administrations, 
e the first laws of the kind in' the Union. New Jer¬ 
sey and Rhode Island are under whig rule. Let 
they will follow the example. So long 
whigs ruled Massachusetts, the abolitionists obtained 
nothing hut empty resolutions accompanied by deeds 
direct opposition t® those resolutions. As soon as t 
democrats came into power, they got something more 
substantial, and would have gotten, it is presumed, still 
more, had it not been for the whig strength in the House 
of Representatives, and the confiding of the Latimer 
petitions to a whig member not favorable to their prin-1 
cipal object, instead of giving them to an avowed and 
ne friend of abolition principles. 

I have never for a moment doubted, that if the aboli¬ 
tionists pursued an honest, impartial, and consistent 
policy, they would soon have the great mass of the de-

Two years ago, I took charge of the Standard, with 
the declaration that I would “work according to my 
conscience and ability; promising nothing but diligence 
and fidelity ; refusing the shadow of a fetter on my free 
expression of opinion, from any man, or body of men; 
and equally careful to respect the freedom of others; 
whether as individuals or as societies,” 

have kept my word. In departing forever from the 
editorship, I have a peaceful consciousness of undevia¬ 
ting rectitude of intention. I have doubtless made mis¬ 
takes ; but none of them have originated in personal or 
partisan feeling. If I have seemed proud and lofty in 
j my undeviating course, it was because I felt the necessity 
of relying upon myself, and never looking outward for 
stimulus or guidance. Many complained, because I 
[ calmly stated my reasons for believing that a distinct 
political party would do immeasurable Injury to the anti¬ 
slavery cause; while others were impatient because I 
I spoke of the “ liberty party” with so much smoothness 
and courtesy; assuring me that it was “ absolutely ne¬ 
cessary to show up its intrigues, duplicity, and mean- 
Several complained that I stood so carefully 
aloof from “new organization;” while others urged that 
ing incalculable mischief to the cause, by not 
attacking new organization; and declared that I made; 
the true-hearted blush for the time-serving character of 
the Standard. Some complained that the slaveholder was 
treated too harshly; others, that my reproofs of sin were 
ere child’s play.” Quakers wrote, not altogether 
the quiet,” calling me to account for “harsh and 
wholesale abuse of the Society of Friends;” while others 
declared that the Standard was “a sectarian, Quaker 
paper.” Divers correspondents have blamed me for not 
| attacking church and clergy; while others have mourned 
over the disrespectful manner in which their ministers, or 
their denominations, have been treated. Whigs have 
written angrily about articles on Henry Clay and Daniel 
Webster; while democrats have complained of my un¬ 
willingness to see any good in their party, or their can¬ 
didates. Some were aggrieved by what they deemed 
] extravagant panegyric of Doctor Channing; while others 
complained of the coldness with which he was mentioned. 
Some were troubled because they could not find out what 
were my theological opinions; while others thought my 
religious bias was shown too plainly. Local plans and 
| individual theories, altogether discordant with each other, 
[demanded prominence in the columns of the Standard, and 
deemed the treatment unfair, because their claims were 
not allowed. 

at aware that any of these whirling eddies 
have, at any time, made me swerve one hair’s breadth ___ 
[from the course I had marked out for myself. This was 
because I thought myself so much wiser than others; 
because I knew, by experience, that he who turns 
from the light of his own judgment, and the convietions 
own conscience, has neither rudder or pilot in the 
[storm. I dared not venture to substitute even a more 
|enlightened conscience for my own. Moreover, in most 
[of the work pointed out tome by others, I thought I saw 
v and proscribing spirit of sect and party; that 
[spirit which, as Carlyle says, “would bring the Sun 
[flown out of heaven, and convert it into their street 
torch.” 

I have repeatedly said that I did not intend to edit the 
paper for abolitionists. It seemed to me that the Libera- 
, the Herald of Freedom,* and various “ liberty party” 
papers, were sufficient to meet their wants; and that 
needed a medium of communication with the 
| people. My aim, therefore, was to make a good family 
newspaper. The large proportion of literary and mis¬ 
cellaneous matter was not inserted for personal popular¬ 
ity; had that been my object, I should not have edited 
anti-slavery paper at all. I did it, that many might 
be induced to subscribe for the Standard, who would not 
exclusively anti-slavery periodical. The New- 
York Letters were inserted upon something of the same 
principle that the famous Timothy Dexter sent a stock 
jof Bibles to the West Indies, with warming pans, to be 
used for sugar ladles and strainers. No purchaser was 
allowed to have a pan, unless he would buy a Bible also. 
Thus have I brought some to look candidly at anti-slavery 
'principles, by drawing them with the garland of imagina¬ 
tion and taste. It was an honest, open trick, and I think 
| may be easily pardoned. 

Editorial writing is the least task, and the least merit 
lof a newspaper. The Spectator says truly, “An editor 
ought to be estimated by the general conduct of his 
paper; its tone, its temper, its manners, its uniform con¬ 
sistent course; its principles, its aims, its manliness, its 
courtesy, its dignity, its propriety. To preserve all these 
they should be preserved, is enough to occupy fully 
Mime and attention of any man.” What is not in¬ 
serted is a better criterion of pure taste and correct judg¬ 
ment, than what is inserted. lathe miscellaneous selec¬ 
tions I have made, I have had a constant aim to elevate 
and enlarge the soul. I have purposely avoided what 
would have been popular among sects, 
patriots. I have not sought to glorify America, but 
humanity at large. I have not adapted my columns to 
Calvinist or Unitarian, Quaker or Catholic, but have pre¬ 
ferred to show that Jew, Mahometan, and, Pagan, have 
their virtues; leaving the anti-sectarian moral to apply 
itself. I have admitted no songs in praise of martial 
deeds, though some of them stir my spirit like .the tones ' 
of a trumpet; for I felt that it was a wiser and a holier 
[office to record the conquests of kindness, th® irresistible 
.power of forbearance. I have selected , no stories which 
tell of countries where they raise “fine wine and fine 
| women,” or where they have “ the handsomest horses and 
the handsomest wires.” I have thrown gside all poetry 
about “ tempting lips and voluptuous forms;” all jokes 
about matrimony and women;—for I know full well that 
from these subtle and unnoticed influences, more than 
from any other cause, flows the unclean public sentiment, 
which degrades woman, and desecrates the sacred senti- 
of love and marriage.
